The War Loan 


So far as possible Canada| is to fight 
the war on a pay-as-we-go basis. Borrow- 
ing will only be resorted to because and to 
the éxtent that tax-money will not meet 
the outlay. As the outlay is already $1,- 
000,000 a day, and certain to increase as 
time passes, it is evident that there will be 
a gap, an indefinitely wide gap, between 
the amount that can be collected through 
current taxation and the amount that 
must be paid out to maintain our fighting 
forces on land, sea and air. To bridge this 
gap war loans will be sought from time 
to time. 

The first of these loans is to be asked 
for on Monday. It will be a domestic 
loan, the borrowing being done exclusive- 
ly in Canada. It is not to be a “bankers’” 
loan, but a popular loan. That is, instead 
of the bonds being sold in bulk to banks 
and other finincial corporations seeking 
safe investment for reserve and) trust 
funds, they are to be offered for direct 
sale to individual citizens, and in denomin- 
ations small enough that persons of small 
means may buy one or more of them. 


A Chance For Everybody 

The rate of interest that will be paid 
on the new war bonds, and other detailed 
information will be made public Friday, 
and these terms will of course be taken 
into account by prospective purchasers. 
The prime security afforded by Dominion

There would be joy in the camp of the 
enemy if Canadians refused to lend their 
money to carry on the war. That would 
be taken to show a popular indifference 
to the outcome of the struggle; and as 
placing a positive handicap on Canada as 
a partner in the alliance against aggres- 
sion. The greater the number who buy 
war bonds, the greater will be the en- 
couragement to our Allies and the greater 
the disappointment at Nazi headquarters. 


There Can Be No Let-Down 


The key-note of Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain’s Mansion House speech was “The 
worst is yet to come”. Since he is not a 
professional provoker of shudders, the in- 
ference is quite plain that what Mr. Chur- 
chill called the “boredom” of the long wait 
is telling on British nerves, and threaten- 
ing te induce a false sense of security. 

It evidently was Mr. Chamberlain’s’ 
purpose to emphasize that delay in start- 
ing the expected grand offensive does not 
mean that the Nazis have abandoned the 
idea and intend to sit it out indefinitely 
ina war of inactive endurance. And 
equally to dispel delusive hopes that Hit- 
lerism may collapse under its own crimes 
or be overcome by an uprising of the Ger- 
man people. 

Hither of these things may happen, 
but there are no present signs that either 
will. The logic of the situation! is that 
the Nazi power will have to be smashed 
on the field of battle, that term in modern 
conditions including the sea and air. When 
the clash will come rests with the enemy, 
and will probably be allowed to remain 
there, since time is working for the Allies, 
and will work for them in proportion as 
they make good use of it. 

On financial fronts and_ industrial 
fronts, no less than at the fighting front, 
there must he no slackening of vigilance, 
no easing of effort to build up resistance 
capable of sustaining the shock whenever 
it may come and however sudden and ter- 
rific the blow may be. 


The Government of The Netherlands 


If there is a wide ‘and active! demand 
for these bonds from people of moderate 
means, no doubt future war issues will be 
offered in the same way; and a precedent 
will be set for demanding that future 
peace-time issues be also sold “over the 
counter”, 

In recent years there have been very 
positive, very general and very well- 
grounded objections that the banks and 
other great corporations had corralled 
the bulk of the outstanding national 
bonds—that is to say, of the national debt 
—and that the public functioned only as 
payers, not as receivers of the interest on 
these securities. The opportunity is now 
given to break that tradition. Whoever 
has $50 which he does not have to use im- 
mediately may become a_bond-holder, 
with a fully paid-up share in the national 
debt, and thereby become the receiver of 
the interest that will be paid in respect to 
that share. One may buy more than one 
bond if he has money available or takes 
advantage of the privilege of buying on 
time by securing a bank loan against the 
bonds he buys. 


Make Dollars Fight 


From the standpoint of the individual, 
the advantage in buying one or more war 
bonds is apparent. As a bond-holder he 
will draw interest, as well as have to pay 
taxes to meet the interest charges, instead 
of only paying while some one else draws 
the interest. What he gets will offset 
what he has to pay. A proportion of his 
tax-money in keeping with the bonds he 
holds will come back to him as income. In- 
stead of being a debtor only he will be also 
a creditor, receiving that proportion of 
what he pays to which the bonds he holds 
gives him title. In broad terms, he will be 
lending to himself instead of borrowing 
from some one else, will save the interest 
which would otherwise he sheer outgo, and 
will eventually get back the principal in- 
stead of paying it to another. 

It is to be hoped every Canadian who 
can spare the money will buy a bond, or 
as many 28 he can pay for. That is’ the 
object in throwing the loan open to public- 
subscription, and it is a good one. Who 
can doubt that if every Canadian citizen 
were a holder of Dominion bonds there 
would be a keener and more continuous in- 
terest taken in public affairs? 

The popular response to this loan of- 
fering will in some measure reflect the 
solidarity of Canadians in support of the

Of all the strange suggestions that have yet 
been made as to the best means of learning why 
Mr. Chamberlain decided it was in the national 
interest to dismiss Leslie Hore-Belisha, the 
strangest surely is that a secret session of par- 
liament be held to find out the facts. The 
complaint is that there 
already has been too much 
secrecy about the whole 
affair. Public opinion cannot 
be satisfied by having the truth whispered in 
Westminster. It wants the whole incident dis- 
cussed frankly, and in the open. The perils of 
secrecy far outweigh the perils of indiscretion. 

Lord Kitchener, in the Great War, sometimes 
refused to give important military secrets even 
to cabinet members. He said he was pretty 
certain the ministers wouldn't talk about those 
secrets, but he wasn’t so sure about their wives. 
Leakages inevitably will occur if parliament 
reviewed this Hore-Belisha case in secret. Be- 
sides, the British press in its present mood’ will 
exercise its undoubted genius for plain speaking 
if any more hush-hush policies are pursued. 

It’s not surprising that Hore-Belisha thus far 
has said nothing in his own defence. There has 
already been too much conjecture about the 
motives Mr. Chamberlain had in dismissing his 
dynamic minister who was, besides, an intimate 
personal friend, in whose company the prime 
minister delighted to be. Instead of leaping to 
impulsive conclusions, it’s best to wait until more 
facts are available on which to base a sound 
judgment. And those facts should be given to 
the public in a public manner, not after a secret 
inquiry,

It’s wise to discuss this affair quietly, with- 
out making a hero out of Hore-Belisha or a 
schemer out of Mr. Chamberlain. Above all, 
the military command should not be implicated 
in a political row, unless it is clear beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that some 
of them, due to mistaken zeal 
or faulty judgment, did have 
a hand in the dismissal. Thus 
far this accusation has only been made. It still 
has to be proven. ; 

After all, there is no need of viewing Hore- 
Belisha’s dismissal with panicky pessimism. He 
has had his chance. He has left his mark on 
the organization of the British army. He has 
touched military matters with the spirit of de- 
mocracy. He has been called the best war min- 
ister since Lord Haldane. We shall all soon see 
just how true these tributes actually are. If his 
policies are sound, they will be vindicated by 
events and his place in British politics, no mat- 
ter what social prejudice may exist against him, 
will be re-established. If he has recently been 
advocating policies that are unsound, then his 
dismissal may have been called for by the 
national interest.

Two Germanys 

It would be something to write home about 
(subject to the censor) for the Achilles’ men, 
how they met the interned men of the scuttled 
Panzershiff Admiral Graf Spee, and swapped 
yarns with them about the great running fight, 
all day long down the Uruguayan shore. 

It is a fine story for us and our side, and we 
can take it judiciously, enjoying it,;not making 
too much of it, one way or the other. Our tradi- 
tion is full of just that sort of thing. Everybody 
will be hoping on our side that the news film 
people managed to get some pictures, so that we 
can all see how our sailormen looked, drinking 
beer down by the River Plate with the German 
sailormen, 

But what will they do about this story in 
Nazi Germany? It won’t fit into their scheme of 
things at all. It will be one more awkward piece 
for the official Nazi puzzle picture of the sea 
battle, which the enterprising Goebbels has re- 
presented as a great victory for Germany. 

But it seems, as the world has had other 
reason to suspect, that there must be two Ger- 
manys, the obsessed and mind-tortured Ger- 
many of the Hitler mythology, and this other 
Germany of the Graf Spee’s sailors, drinking 
their friendly beer, down by the River Plate, 
with the British sailormen who can fight and 
bear no malice afterwards.—Vancouver Province. 


Loan Sharks Controlled 

One evil that dies with the passing of the old 
year is the loan-shark system which victimized 
thousands of Canadians. The Federal legislation 
for the regulation of small loans, or personal 
loans, comés into effect with 1940, and the ex- 
pectation is that it will cramp the style of the 
usurer who preyed upon people needing a few 
dollars to meet a sudden emergency. 

Under the usury racket operated by these 
sharks the cost of a loan ranged all the way from 
45 to 400 per cent, depending upon the degree of 
desperation and gullibility of the borrower. The 
evil flourished chiefly in Ontario, because of the 
density of population and loopholes in existing 
laws. 

The new law requires that in the case of an 
individual loan up to $500 the cost to the bor- 
rower must be clearly stated and must not ex- 
ceed 2 per cent per month for fifteen months on 
the amount actually received by the borrower. 
If the fifteen-month period is exceeded, the in- 
terest rate is subject to reduction, and the 
charge, in any event, is based only on the amount 
received or outstanding. The Act provides for 
imprisonment up to one year and a maximum 
fine of $1,000 or, in the case of a corporation, of 
$5,000 for any violation of the statutory regu- 
lations, Moreover, any money-lender whose 
maximum charge for loans exceeds 12 per cent 
per annum, calculated on the amount received 
by the borrower, must secure an annual license 
from the Minister of Finance, and holders of 
Such licenses must submit to a business inspec- 
tion by the Superintendent of Insurance at least 
onee a year. —Toronto Globe. 


To the Taxpayer 

The next budget of the Federal Government 
doubtless will be drastic, with sharp tax in- 
creases al! along the line, since this war is cost- 
ing us more than the last one. But no Canadian 
will object to it, if the incidence is fair and based 
on the essential principle of ability to pay. On 
the contrary, Canadians are eager to pay for the 
war as far as possible while the war is under 
way. What they fear most is a huge war debt 
which will continue to burden them when the 
war is over, 

The difficulty of arranging war taxation so 
far that it will accomplish the desired result, of 
paying for the war without injuring our ability 
to prosecute the war, is very great. The first 
essential in our war effort is a sound, prosperous 
economy at home. Taxation which would under- 
mine business and promote depression will only 
hamper that effort. On the other hand, nothing 
could, be more discouraging to business and to 
the ordinary man than the spectacle of a deep- 
ening war debt. 

Colone! Ralston must try to arrange his taxes 
so that they bear not only on those best able to 
pay, but on the profits of the war. His plan, no 
doubt, will be to drain off by taxation the sur- 
plus profits of war business, which is probably 
the best way to prevent profiteering. 

It is unlikely, however, that the profit of war 
business will yield anything like enough to pay 
for the war. All of us, whether our income is 
increased by the war or not, will fee] the new 
burden. Nations cannot divert their wealth and 
their wealth-producing machinery into guns and 
ammunition without feeling the drain. These 
things cannot be used or eaten. As the war goes 
on unquestionably more and more of our energy 
will go into these things, less and less into the 
production of real wealth.—Vancouver Sun, 


On This Date

Seventy years ago today (Jan. 11, 1870) a 
meeting took place at Toronto which had wide- 
spread effect upon telegraphy in Canada. On 
that date the Dominion Telegraph Co. was form- 
ally organized under a charter from the dom- 
inion parliament, but, as a matter of fact, the 
company, like all the pioneer telegraph com- 
panies in Canada, had its origin in the Niagara 
district, having been formed at Clifton jn 1868, 
by men who had had a share in the operation of 
telegraphy from Hamilton to Niagara and dis- 
trict. 

These men at Clifton had the vision and the 
knowledge; but they lacked capital. This was 
supplied by Toronto business men, and the Do- 
minion Telegraph Co, soon began to be a strong 
competitor to its long-established rival, the Mon- 
treal company. The Dominion had the richer 
territory and soon did more business than did the 
eastern line. At one time there was a war of 
rates and there were many resorts to law by one 
company to prevent the other “trespassing” upon 
what was claimed to be the other's territory. 


Think of it: Hitler's Germany thought it was

Your Health — By Dr. Frank McCoy 


In yesterday’s article, I started 
the discussion of one of the fune- 
tional heart disorders known as 
palpitation, in which the patient 
becomes aware of irregularity in 
the heart action, 


In a mild attack, the patient may 
say that the heart flutters, or may 
say he has a sensation of what he 
calls “goneness,” meaning by this a 
sensation like that felt when drop- 
ping swiftly in an vlevator, In the 
severe attacks, the heart action is 
so violent that the pulsations may 
be readily seen by watching the | 
chest wall, there is a vigorous 
throbbing in the arteries, and the 
rapidity of the heart action is very 
noticeable. 

Such attacks of palpitation may 
Tast anywhere from a few minutes 
to a few hours. If the patient re- 
fuses to take them seriously, but 
watches the heart action in the} 
attitude of one who is watching the 
tantrums of a child, an almost im- 
mediate quieting effect may occur. 

Many cases are due to mistakes 
in diet or to acute indigestion, and 
in such cases the adoption of more 
sensible habits of eating will bring 
excellent results, It is a good plan 
to reassure the patient as to his 
safety and he should be advised to 
obtain enough sleep, to avoid stim- 
ulants to excess, to avoid large 
meals, and to omit those foods tend- 
ing to produce large amounts of gas. 

Another symptom often seen in 
functional heart disorders is pain. 
It is a Significant fact that many of | 


the serious forms of heart trouble, 
in the beginning, are not accompan- 
ied by pain. In considering the pain 
due to a disturbance of function it 
is important to find out if the pain 
seems to follow emotion, excite- 
ment, or activity. 

Heart pain may be due to indiges- 
tion, to excessive use of tobacco in 
some cases, or to nervousness, The 
patient may mention a dul] pain 
which is persistent, but as a gencral 


| rule the pain is described as lasting 


for a short time end being sharp or 
stabbing. While the pain usually 
bears little relationship to exertion 
it may appear at night when the 
patient is in bed. When it has been 
ascertained that the pain is the re- 
sult of nervous factors, then reas- 
surance, regulation of the diet, and 
better emotional control may suc- 
cessfully banish the symptom. 

Another one of the functional 
heart disorders has been given the 
name of the “Effort syndrome.” 
Vhis includes such symptoms as 
shortness of breath, fatigue on slight 
activity, palpitation, dizziness, etc. 
As a rule the patient is -not fitted 
to do heavy physical work. 

The patient with this set of 
symptoms is usually very open to 
suggestion. It is advisable to go 
over his living habits with him to 
the best advantage. With sensible 
advice, he may frequently be re: 
turned to a norma:, useful life, and 
will get along all right as long as 
he avoids stress and strain,

FLORIDA PORK TENDERLOIN 
(Basted with Grapefruit Juice) 


One smoked pork tenderloin, 1 
cup grapefruit juice, % cup brown 
Sugar, % tenspoon whole cloves, | 

Place tenderloin in casserole or 
baking pan, add grapefruit juice, 
brown sugar and cloves. Cover | 
and bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees F.), allowing 45 minutes | 
per pound. A tenderloin weighing 
2% pounds will serve 6. 


GRAPEFRUIT-PEAR CONSERVE 

Grapefruit is cheap now, This 
conserve is therefore in season, 

One grapefruit, sugar, 1 teaspoon | 
whole cloves, 1 two-inch piece stick | 
cinnamon, 1 cup vinegar, 1 pound 
pears, 

Remove grapefruit peel in four 
lengthwise sections, cut in thin 
strips. Cut pulp in thin slices, com- 
bine with peel. Measure. Add three 
times the bulk of water. Bring to 
a boil and cook until tender, about 
2 hours, Measure and add an equal 
amount of sugar, Add cloves, cinna- 
mon and vinegar; bring to a boil. 
Peal and leave pears whole if small, 
quarter if large. Do not remove 
stem if left whole. Add pears to the 
hot mixture and cook until pears 
are tender and syrup is thick. Pour 
into clean jar, seal, Makes four half 
pints, 

HONEY BRAN WAFFLES 

Two eggs, separated, 114 cups 
milk, 1 tablespoon honey, % cup 
whole-bran, 1% cups flour, 4 tea- 
spoons baking powder, 1 teaspoon 
salt, % cup melted shortening. 

Beat egg yolks well; add milk 
and honey and mix thoroughly. 
Add bran and let soak until most 
of moisture is taken up. Sift flour 
with baking powder and salt; add 
to first fixture and stir only until 
flour disappears. Add cooled, melt- 
ed shortening. Fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whites, Bake in hot waffle iron

hearing before Magistrate Millar 
fn city police court Wednesday on 
charges of distributing subversic 
literature contrary to the De- 
fence of Canada regulativons. 


Maj. Gen. the Hon. W. A. Gries- 
bach, C.B., C.M.G., D.S.0, V.LD K,C., 
Mayor John W. Fry, told the court 
they had received through the mail 
pamphlets entitled “The leople 
Want Peace.” These bore a mis- 
spelled written inscription reading: 
“Complements of James. MacFher- 
son,” and contained statements which 
they believed illegal, witnesses said, 
s0 they forwarded them to the R.C 
M.P. 


Corporal Philip Keeler, of the 
intelligence division of the R.C, 
M.P., who arrested MacPherson, 
said that MacPherson adwitted 
sending the pamphlets to certain 
“political friends,” but did not 
name any of the persons to whom 
they were sent and would nut es- 
timate the number sent out. 


Det.-Const. Hugh Russell who 
worked with Keeler on ‘the case. | 
also said MacPherson admitted | 
sending out the pamphlets. Sergt.| 
Fred Broadribb told the court he 
had received one of the pamphlets 
bearing MacPherson's name from a 
friend with the suggestion that it 
should be investigated. 

Magistrate Millar refused to giant 
bail, committing MacPherson for 
trial in Supreme court 

Later in the afternoon Ratald D. 
White, counsel for MacPherson, ap- 
peared in Supreme court chambers 
before Mr. Justice W. R. Howson, 
who set bail at’ $1,000. Bondsmen 
were obtained and MacPherson is 
now free,
